tion of the country’s food supply are 
given with such fidelity to detail and 
such obvious lack of hysteria, the 
matter becomes one of grave concern 
tc a great many million people. 

The packers, of course, are ready 
with the inevitable retort that the 
statements set forth are exaggerated, 
that their industry and that of the 
cattlemen are being denied a “‘square 
deal,” and that the methods employed 
in Packingtown have enjoyed the long 


‘approval of disinterested visitors and 


authorities on sanitation and hygiene.
